HOLD IS SILLY. 


No Valid Reason for Cutting 
It Out, Says Expert. 


Wrestlers Who Have No De- 
fense Are Against It. 


Jack Dempeey Rabbit Punck 


BY DE WITT VAN COURT. 


What wil) Strangler Ed Lewis do 
without his had-hold and what wil! 
happen to Jack Dempsey if they bar 
his rabbit punch? 

What would such old-time wrest- 
lers as Joe Acton, Dan McLeod, 
Farmer Burns or Frank Gotch think 
of such silly propositions? None 
of these great wrestlers was ever 
thrown by any of these ‘holds and 
in their time even the terrible stran - 

le-hold was allowed. 

Both Acton and McLeod weighed 
around 1665 pounds and met many: 
men as big as Ed Lewis. 

18s ABSURD. 


Before Acton cametothis country 
he had a standing offer to meet any 
man at any weight. His motto was, 
“The bigger they are the harder they 
fall, and if they are too big to walk, 
bring them in a wagon.” If little 
Joe were alive today and such a 
proposition was put up to him, to 
bar the head-hold, he would surely 
believe someone was crazy. Ask 
Dan McLeod today and he will grunt 
and walk away in absolute disgust. 

Caddock does not believe it should 
be barred. Walter Miller bars neither 
the head-hold nor the toe-hold and 
believes they both should stay in 
the game. 


NO DEFENSE. 

The trouble today with most 
wrestiers is about the same as the 
boxers. They have no defense for 
such things. The really clever 
wrestiers seldom try for the head- 
lock, It is too easily broken. Lewis 
has made a tpecialty of this hold, 
just as many boxers have made a 
specialty of one punch. Take that 


Jack Dempsey can hardly be 
classed with Lewis in that respect. 
Dempsey does not depend on the so- 
called rabbit punch. He is com- 
pelled to use that blow when there 
is no other place to hit. 

BACK OF NECK. 

The rabbit punch is delivered on 
the back of the neck. How can any 
boxer be hit on the back of the 
neck if he follows the rules? The 
rules distinctly it must be a 
stand-up boxing contest. Many of 
the boxers of today never stand up. 
It is crouch and cover up. The boxer 
who stands up to his work is never 
hit in the back of the neck. It 
cannot be done. 

That ie, in the same manner ae 
the rabbit punch is delivered. When 
one of these sd-called boxers comes 
walking in with his head hung down 
on a line with his waist and his 
hands held closely over ei 
hit head, where dan 
fellow hit him but on the 
the neck? . 

IVORY HEAD. 

It the rabbit punch is barred on 
such fellows, where else could 
Dempsey or any other boxer hit but 
on an ivory head, taking chances 
of busting his hands? No, jet the 
rabbit punch go. None of those fel- 
lows who take it could ever win, 
anyway, and the sooner they are out 
of the game the better for it. Noe 
punch should be barred, just so long

The kidney punch is another that 
n barred. 
This blow can only be delivered 
when o of the boxers is exposing 
his side to his opponent. The best 
defense for this blow is to keep 
aquarely in front of your man all 
the time. It came into vogue when 
referees allowed one boxer to hold 
with one hand and hit with the 
other when the men were closely 
clinched. It is never foul to hit with 
the knuckles above the beit, but de- 
cidedly a foul to hold at any time. 

WITH ELBOW.

Jack Dempsey years ago. It is deliv- 
ered by wheeling around backwards 


either hand, trusting to luck alone 
to land the blow. That even could 
not be barred if the blow was land- 
ed with the knuckles of the hand. 
But it more often is landed with the 
elbow or wrist and there is nothing 
scientific about it. When La Blanche 
won by that blow he was taking a 
dying chance and he won out.

NO PROFITEERING 
INDICTMENTS NOW. 


ABSENCE OF OPINION ON LEVER 
LAW LEAVES GRAND JURY 
UP IN THE AIR. 


Tt is well within the realm of 
strong probability, Federal officials 
stated yesterday, that there will be 
no profiteering indictments of local 
merchants by the Federal Grand Jury 
that is called to meet Wednesday. 
The idea is strong in the minds 
of the Federal officiale that there 
will be no decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the very 
near future on the question of the 
constitutionality of the Lever law. 
At the meeting Wednesday the 
situation will be discussed, it is 
stated, and there may be another 
meeting to wind up the investiga- 
tion, which was carried on at in- 
tervals for several months, but 
which was lain quiescent for as long 
a time. In the absence of any opin- 
ion as to the constitutionality of the 
Lever law, it is possible that the 
whole subject will be passed up to 
the present grand jury. But this 
would necessitate another long in- 
quiry of the situation, and that is 
not to be considered at this time. 
If, there should be a decision af- 
firming the constitutionality of the 
Lever’ law, there might be a dozen 
indictments returned, but that is 
not at all certain, Federal officials 
point dut. 

U. 8. Atty. O'Connor, who has 
personal charge of the investigation, 
pointed out yesterday that no in- 
dictments had been reported by the 
Federal Grand Jury sitting in San

After many 
days their bodies were found half 
buried and in a mutilated state. The 
bodies were brought back to San 
Diego on a United States destroyer 
and later Ruiz was arrested by Mex- 
ican authorities and accused of com- 
plicity in the murder of the two of- 
ficers. 

Whether passports to Mexico 
must be vised or not by the Mexican 
Consul is a question that bothers 
tourists and others who wish to at- 
tend the races at Tijuana. Yester- 
day many who had not had their 
passports vised by the Consul, whose 
charge is $2, were turned back at 
the border by Mexican immigration 
officials. In other cases the pass- 
ports were accepted without this for- 
mality.

day, and while on the road they averaged O33 a Cay, you may claim $5

Payment for use of a sample room at a hotel for the 3 ot * 
is a business expense and may be deducted. 

Salaried Man Who Pays His Own Expenses. 

In the case of a person who travels and receives a salary, from which 
salary he has to pay his own traveling expenses, the same condition applies 
to him as to a person traveling on a commission basis as explained above.

oF person who receives a salary and also ts repaid his actual traveling 
expenses shall include in gross income an amount thereof equal to the or- 
dinary expenditures required for meals and lodging when at home, as 
such amount is held to be additional compensation to the taxpayer.

situation. Such tnformation could 
not have been obtained from the 
ground in less than from two to six 
Planes were also used directly 
over individual arge fires, some- 
times for reconnaAtssahwe aud some- 
times in conjunction with portable 
wireless ground sets installed on the 
fire line. In the latter case the fire- 
fighting operations were directed 
from the air, and in one case, ac- 
cording to the report, the patrol of 
a complete fire line by airplane was 
successfully maintained for several 
days. 


The efficiency of locating anda’ 


fighting fires from the air in Call- 
fornia forests containing some 110,- 
| 000,000,000 feet of merchantable 
timber worth, at a conservative fig- 
ure, $220,000.,000, was demonstrat- 
ed in other ways. The added mo- 
bility secured in transporting expe- 
rienced men was shown conclusively 
on the Lassen Range after the out- 
break of August 4. Thirty-two fires 
started in one ranger district with- 
in a two-day period. Large crews 
were assembled, but with a lack of 
experienced forest officers. 
QUICK MOVES MADE. 


An 8.0.8. turned into Sonora 
brought the deputy supervisor and 
another forest officer to Red Bluff, 
reaching the fire that night. A few 
days later a break occurred on the 
Stanislaus forest, which called for a 
return of the men. Again 2 air 
patrol was put into action, turn- 
ing the men in one day's time. 

Included in the California forests 
are the areas of the Coast Range 
Mountains from the Oregon line in- 
to Lake county, the Sierra Nevadas 
from the Oregon line to the Te- 
hachepi, and the Sierra Madre Range 
from thé Tehachepi to the Mexican 
line. 

Fire patrols are usually started at 
9 a.m. with an average flight of two 
hours on the out trip and two hours 
on the return to the base. Fach 
airplane is equipped with a radio 
fet operated by the observer. The 
actual fire season begin about June 
1 and ends approximately on Sep- 
temper 30.
